Service 


For repair, find the closest repair shop. To repair, change the view to 
third person with “V” and drive inside. The repair will be done 
automatically.If you are unable to move you will need to call a rescue 
service. Press ESC to access the “On the Road” menu and choose 911. 


Refueling 


You can check the fuel level either on the front panel of your truck 
or on the “player information” pane (F3). If you see that you are 
Short of gas, look for the nearest gas station quickly. 

Drive inside and the refueling takes place automatically. 


Troubleshooting 


The most common problem (other than not meeting the minimum system requirements) is outdated drivers. Hard Truck 2 utilizes the latest 
features and product advancements available, Because of this, video cards that are running old drivers may not be able to handle the 
complex requirements of HT2. 

Drivers are free and available for download from your computer or video card manufacturer. It is best to visit the website of your 
computer manufacturer first to see if they have updated drivers. Some computer manufacturers have their video cards (or chipsets - not an 
actual card but an integrated chip on your motherboard) customized for their systems and therefore require special drivers, 

To determine the name of your video card, right click on ‘My Computer’ and go to ‘Properties.’ Click on the ‘Device Manager’ tab 
and then dick the plus sign next to ‘Display Adapters.’ This will give you the name of your card/chipset. To determine the date of your 
driver, double click on that card name and go to the ‘Driver’ tab.

On The Road . Game Operation and Strategy 


Now that youe on the road, what do you do? You have an average truck and a sum of money. The first thing 
you should do is to find a suitable order. Orders are found mostly in towns and at bases. Keep an eye out for 
road signs and check with the map by pressing the “Tab” key. An occasional order can be found on the road and 
some of these are indicated on the map. Others will need to be scouted out but they are often quite profitable. 
Once you load your order, deliver it to the destination and unload. If your load was delivered intact and on time 
the money will be transferred to your account. 
If you were late, or your load was damaged or lost in transit, fines will be assessed. Check your pager often. A lot 
of useful information can be obtained concerning orders, way loads, trucks for sale, quality of roads, weather, and 
much more. You will also receive communications from base supervisors, clients wanting something delivered, drivers 
available for hire, police and even the mafia if you are unlucky. 
The pager will appear every time you get a message accompanied with a sound. Several last messages can be 
browsed by pressing “P” on your keyboard. You can purchase 
[Cea oun nce ce vo eT various upgrades and gadgets for your truck that will 
improve performance and give you a competitive edge. Hint: A navigation system installed on your truck will guide 
you to your destination and give you an important advantage. These upgrades can be done in a repair shop. Keep 
an eye on your fuel gauge and drive to the nearest gas station when you get low. When you accumulate enough 
money you can trade your truck for a more expensive one, paying the difference in price. You can also trade down 
if you're short on cash. If you are successful and have some money to spare you can start a company, buy a 
truck and hire a driver but you'll need to obtain a license. To get a license you'll have to be the first driver 
delivering a load or win a race on the Circuit. You will pay each driver your hire a salary but all company income 
will be transferred to your account. Create your own empire! When you control 51% of the delivery 
market, you win!
